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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed In the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Slaugenhaupt et al. 

The reference shows electrolysis apparatus comprising an inert anode system 
with at least one inert anode lower portion in contact with a molten salt bath. (Para(s) 
0009, 0012). At least an upper portion of the inert anode (14) contacts and is 
circumscribed by a solid material subject to gases from the bath (Para. 0012). (Para 
0006). The solid material is selected from the group as claimed by applicant. ( See para 
001 2)> These materials dissolve in the bath. (0017 and 0018). The concentrations 
recited in claims 1 1 , 13, 14 appear to be disclosed in the reference at (Para. 0013, 0014 
and 0015). As for claims 17-19 the method limitations are not given significant 
patentable weight in apparatus claims. 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131. 



Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed, Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thonngton, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



4. Claims 1 -3, 5-1 9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of 
copending Application No. 10/461,695. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because The claims of the copending 
application disclose all the limitations recited in the instant claims. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co,, 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1 , 3-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sudholter et al 

The reference shows electrolysis apparatus comprising a plurality of electrodes. 
(Fig. 8). The electrodes are immersed in a molten electrolyte bath. A solid material of 
alumina (globe, col. 2, lines 14-20) is together with an "effective amount of cementitious 
binder", i.e., sufficient amount to provide a seal and the jointing compound 16 is being 
construed as the "cementitous binder'' because it is composed of a "cement" and fibers 
which apparently are bound together into a solid material contacting and circumscribing 
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at least an upper portion of at least one of the electrodes. (See col. 4, lines 1-56). 
Aluminum production is apparent. See col. 4, lines 65-66. As for claim 4, a "top metal 
plate" is shown at col. 4, lines 44-45. And for claim 9, the globe circumscribes the 
electrode. 

The reference is not specific as to use as an anode, the disclosure being more 
suggestive of refining aluminum, however, the reference discloses electrolysis from 
molten electrolyte and suggests that the arrangement may be utilized for effecting 
electrolysis. See col. 5, lines 1-9. 

If not shown by the reference, then it would be considered within the skill of the 
art to reverse the polarity of the cell shown to enable metal production from a molten 
salt because the molten metal produced is normally recovered from the bottom of the 
cell as a molten cathode with the additional presence of suspended anodes above the 
melt. No unexpected results would be apparent from such a reversal of parts.
